Foreword 


This little booklet is put forth in the effort to 
bring S. Bartholomew’s Church to the attention of 
our people living in Wissinoming and to render 
accessible to all interesting facts about the church 
and congregation. It is done in the hope that, as 
there is nothing so deadly to the church’s work as 
indifference and likewise nothing so fatal to interest 
as lack of information, so the knowledge of aims and 
efforts, the record of what has been done and of 
what remains to be accomplished, shall form a stim- 
ulus to arouse the interest among Church people that 
the Church’s work deserves and hereby claims from 
all true-hearted churchmen and churchwomen. 

The book has been made possible financially only 
through the liberality of the advertisers and we be- 
speak for them the patronage of all who use the 
booklet and are interested in helping maintain it as 
a medium of publicity for the Church; a thing she 
too often lacks. 

Time was when the best way of publishing any- 
thing was to announce it on Sunday in the church;

“You need not say one word," said the man, 
“T’ll be there next Sunday,” and he was, The best 
way to know what of interest is being done at 
church and to be sure that there is something is to 
be there yourself and help to make it so.

Ecclesiastical Status 


The ecclesiastical status of S. Bartholomew’s is 
that of a Mission Church of the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
уапіа. According to the canons (laws) of the church 
such a congregation is governed by the Missionary 
under the direction of the Bishop who appoints him 
and who has the general supervision and under the 
co-operation of the Convocation which is the organ- 
ized agency of the Church for diocesan Missionary 
work and is composed of the parishes and Missions 
of a district, Formerly as we have stated elsewhere 
S. Bartholomew's was a Parochial Mission of S. 
Mark's Church, Frankford, without representation : 
except such as it might obtain through the Rector 
and Vestry of S. Mark's parish, of which it was a 
part. Many people seem to suppose that when 
S. Bartholomew's was separated from S. Mark's it 
became a parish. Not so; such is not the custom of 
the Church. Тһе Mission, like the would-be knight 
of chivalry, must "first win the spurs" before it can 
wear them and enjoy the privileges of the order to 
which it aspires. For the information of those who 
may not have access to the canons of the church, 
we quote the following Canon XIX of the Diocese 
of which we are a part: 

CANON XIX. 
"Of the Organization of New Parishes." 

Sec. l. No parish shall hereafter be organized 
unless the written consent of the Bishop be first ob- 
tained, nor shall any parish hereafter be deemed to 
be regularly established until its organization be 
approved by the Bishop. 

Sec. 2. All applications for such consent shall be 
in writing and signed by at least fifteen male com- 
municants of full age, who intend to become mem- 
bers of the proposed parish and shall contain the 
following statements:

Sec. 4. A copy of the articles of association, or 
of the proposed charter of incorporation, shall be 
submitted to the Bishop and Standing Committee 
together with the names of those chosen as its offi- 
cers. A written guarantee, signed by responsible 
persons, shall also be filed with the Standing Com- 
mittee, pledging a salary for the Rector of the new 
parish of at least $1500 (or $1200 with a rectory) for 
the first three years without recourse to any Mis- 
sionary fund. 


Sec. 5. If the organization of the parish be ap- 
proved by the Bishop, and its charter or articles of 
association be approved by the Standing Commit- 
tee, such approval shall be certified in writing and 
the parish shall then be deemed to be regularly 
established, within the meaning of Section 2, of Arti- 
cle IV of the Constitution.”

It will be readily seen that the vital matters in 
these requirements are the number of male com- 
municants, the financial strength and the responsible 
names to stand as a guarantee of the genuineness of 
the conditions stated to be such as meet the require- 
ments of the canon. 

At the present time the Mission of S. Bartholo- 
mew’s lacks the financial strength to become a 
parish, to say nothing of anything else. It pays only 
$1000, though it should pay and has been urged by 
convocation to pay $1072 this current year, this be- 
ing the amount required to bring the Missionary’s 
salary up to the amount ordered by the canon. The 
Missionary simply has the difference, $72, deducted 
from his salary as an involuntary contribution. How- 
ever, in the present financial condition he is willing 
to make this sacrifice, as he does others, cheerfully 
for the work's sake. 

Тһе business of the Mission Church is transacted 
by its officers elected according to canon on Easter 
Monday of each year in the case of one where the 
receipts exceed $500 per annum (otherwise appoint- 
ed by the Missionary). These consist of a Warden, 
a Treasurer and a Clerk, whose duties are specified 
by canon. Together with the Missionary these offi- 
cers form at S. Bartholomew's, and many other 
Missions, a committee performing in general the 
functions of a Vestry, so far as their powers allow, 
but, it must always be remembered, with no cor- 
porate legal status or powers to act for the congre- 
gation ; these being conferred by their election upon 
the individuals in their several offices, Practically, 
however, as a matter of convenience with the sanc- 
tion of the Missionary and in pursuance of custom, 
we may regard the committee as the embryonic 
vestry ; to the duties of which it is expected our offi- 
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cials shall in time be trained. The Mission Church 
cannot have representation in the Diocesan Con- 
vention until it becomes a parish and is therefore 
exempt from the convention tax but is taxed for the 
Episcopal Fund, which is that used for the support 
of the Bishops, because it uses their services. The 
Missionary has his seat in convention by right of 
Holy Orders but does not represent the Mission ; 
only laymen can. The Mission has, however, repre- 
sentation in convocation, its warden being entitled 
to a seat and vote or in his absence an alternate ap- 
pointed by the Missionary.

Historical Sketch 


On account of the entire absence of records acces- 
sible to the writer no material for a historical sketch 
of 5. Bartholomew’s Wissinoming is available. The 
following is therefore based upon the accounts cur- 
rent among the people of the present congregation, 
except that pertaining to the present regime, begin- 
ning the spring of 1914, which is matter of personal 
knowledge of the writer. 

As in so many cases, the congregation was the 
outgrowth of the efforts of some good Church people 
living in Wissinoming rather remote from any 
church, especially for children, to gather the little 
ones together in a Sunday School, which was done 
in a private dwelling. Afterward services were held 
in connection with the Sunday School and in a hall 
over the local fire house. 

A site was secured December, 1894, at Comly and 
Ditman Streets and a small frame church building 
erected which from time to time, as occasion seemed 
to demand and the money was raised, received the 
addition of a chancel, not included in the original 
edifice, and later another section in the rear which 
together form the present building, inadequate, espe- 
cially for Sunday School, which taxes its capacity to 
the utmost. 

Early in its history б. Bartholomew’s was placed 
by the Rt. Rev. O. W. Whitaker under the care of 
S. Mark’s Church, Frankford, the Rev. J. B. Hard- 
ing, rector, and thus it remained until the spring of 
1913, a period of some twenty years. 

During the greater part of this period only after- 
noon or evening services were held, and Sunday

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been celebrated, the services being ministered by lay 
readers, except during a term of years when 
S. Mark’s possessed a curate partly maintained by 
an appropriation from convocation for the benefit of 
Wissinoming. 

Growth was slow during the early years owing to 
the limited population and never what it should 
have been, perhaps, even when the population 
seemed to warrant it. This seems to have been part- 
ly due to the absence of a resident minister and the 
lack of the supervision he naturally would give. At 
any rate such was the opinion of the people, one in 
which they became more unanimous as time went 
on until finally in May, 1913, at the request of a 
number of communicants, who pledged a sum 
deemed sufficient together with the aid expected 
from convocation to support a clergyman, the Rev. 
J. B. Harding having resigned his official responsi- 
bility for Wissinoming into the hands of the Bishop 
of the Diocese, S. Bartholomew's was made a Mis- 
sion of the convocation on the same terms as its other 
Missions and the Rev. O. W. De Vinish appointed 
by the Bishop, June 1, 1913, the Missionary for the 
current year. He established the usual services, in- 
cluding a weekly celebration of the Holy Commun- 
ion and presented a class of fifteen persons for con- 
firmation. He remained only until February, 1914, 
and in April of the same year the present incumbent, 
the Rev. A. Coates, was appointed, taking up his 
residence and work at Easter. Little could be done 
in the remainder of the spring and summer, but en- 
deavor to stem the ebb tide of church life to which 
we have grown accustomed at that season and it was 
not until the autumn that any progressive work 
could begin, so the remainder is merely a record of 
the year's work.

The Year’s Doings 


A class of thirteen candidates for Confirmation and 
three Roman Catholics for reception as members of 
the congregation (they being already confirmed) 
were presented to the Bishop November 25th and 
the foundation of real religious education begun in 
the grading of the Sunday School and training of 
the teachers, introducing regular systematic courses 
of study which now includes the Teacher Training 
Course as a part of the regular curriculum in a class 
taught by Mrs. Annie Tongue, a member of our 
congregation and a public school teacher holding a 
supervisor's certificate. Тһе progressive education- 
al policy has in the year’s time and work overcome 
the opposition due to ignorance and prejudice and 
won its way with parents and scholars by the sim- 
ple though often difficult and slow method of dem- 
onstrating its worth that is characteristic of all that 
the man now in charge does. And all he ever has or 
ever shall ask is to have the work judged intelli- 
gently by the best standards and highest and most 
spiritual ideals, 

A Woman’s Auxiliary was established and the in- 
culcation of the Missionary spirit as the true motive 
of the vocational life of the church, without which 
no individual can be really Christian and any con- 
gregation will be dead, was begun and embodied in 
the effort to raise the apportionment which was car- 
tied forward to a successful conclusion, notwith- 
standing the fact that the amount had risen from 
fifteen dollars of the previous year to one hundred 
and twenty. It was all in by Easter but some four- 
teen dollars and this amount was pledged by the 
Girls’ Friendly Society and Men’s Guild, the girls 
nobly making the sacrifice of a banner for which

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they had been working and giving the money, ten 
dollars, to the apportionment for Missions, of which 
the Sunday School raised fifty-six dollars. The Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary raised of this apportionment twenty- 
five dollars under the stimulus of the leadership of 
Miss Kate Lawrence, who conducted during the 
winter a Mission Study Class and of whose efforts in 
founding a United Offering among the women of 
Wissinoming the Woman’s Auxiliary was the out- 
growth. 5, Bartholomew, by the way, has now the 
distinction of being paired with one other as the two 
who have done the best for the United Offering this 
past year, the other being taken from among the 
richest and strongest and S. Bartholomew's the 
poorest and weakest. Mrs. Herbert Keighley, the 
treasurer, has now forty contributors to the United 
Offering and will not rest until every woman calling 
herself ап Episcopalian in Wissinoming has a box. 
Anyone may have one and every woman ought. 
Only our women seem to understand the ancient 
maxim that: "Many a mickle makes a muckle" and 
patiently labor to bring it to pass. God bless the 
women of our churches among whom our ladies of 
5, Bartholomew's have earned an honorable place. 
They are surely the "salt of the earth" in the truest 
sense because it is they who are the mainstay of the 
Church in stemming the tide of irreligion in this un- 
godly age. But the obligation belongs just as much 
to the men and also its privilege would they but 
realize it, There are several who are generous con- 
tributors and zealous workers who prefer to give 
their strength to helping in the affairs planned by 
the ladies to independent efforts, and their interest 
and labors are neither overlooked nor unappreciated.

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lawn fete and financed the Sunday School picnic of 
1914 with a comfortable balance for the treasury. 
This was not done in 1915, partly because of other 
complications and partly because it was unneces- 
sary, the Sunday School picnic being held at the 
local park, with but a small expense raised by pri- 
vate subscription, 

A Girls’ Friendly Society was organized out of 
the Girls’ Guild under the leadership of Miss Sarah 
Stearns, of S. Mark’s Church, Frankford, which be- 
sides the regular work for which it exists has given 
during the year several entertainments and con- 
tributed something to the treasury to “Кеер the pot 
boiling.” 

The main reliance for this, i. е., the amount neces- 
sary to supply the deficit in current expense account 
and which, we should point out, would not exist at 
all if all our people would contribute regularly 
through the envelope system according to ability, or 
even considerably less, is the Woman’s Guild in 
which our ladies work under the efficient leadership 
of Mrs. J. Horace Eyre, president, as I have said for 
the housekeeping expenses of S. Bartholomew’s, 
which are certainly modest enough when we re- 
member that the total parochial expenditures of last 
year were only 51951.74: and which includes the 
$1000 contributed by the local treasury to the sti- 
pend of the clergyman, and is, therefore, only 
$951.74. However, we have grown so accustomed 
to the activities of the ladies in meeting this need 
and the splendid way in which they rise to meet 
every emergency that we hardly remember to say 
“thank you” any more or recognize they are doing 
anything worthy of note, but regard the results of 
their efforts as our natural rights like air and water 
and take them as that unmentionable animal with 
the voracious appetite is said to “take acorns.”

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іп the autumn of 1914, considerable dissatisfac- 
tion was felt in regard to a fund said to have been 
originally raised for building extension, which was 
during the first one and a half years of indepen- 
dence, being gradually depleted to make up the 
monthly deficit in current expenses. Іп December 
the remainder ($400) was set aside and the effort 
successfully made to raise the whole of the neces- 
sary current expenses with the aid given by convo- 
cation toward the Missionary’s stipend. The growth 
of population in Wissinoming has been rapid dur- 
ing the last few years, though it not only came to a 
standstill last year (1914-15), but actually fell off 
somewhat. 'lhe town is fairly well peopled with 
Episcopalians, there being at least one hundred and 
twenty-five such families of whom seven or eight 
persist in allegiance to some congregation outside 
the community in which they live and a very con- 
siderable number of the remainder have no technical 
connection and feel no obligation to the local con- 
gregation of the Church nor in some cases to any 
other, so far as is discoverable. It only needs that 
those Church people actually living in Wissinoming 
shall take the most ordinary interest and give a mod- 
est financial support and reasonably earnest per- 
sonal service, that need bear hardly on no one, to 
make a thriving congregation and produce in a few 
years a prosperous parish well equipped for the op- 
portunity the future holds for the Church in Wissi- 
noming. Now is the time and the Church has a 
right to expect and does expect all of her loyal chil- 
dren to do their duty, which is most assuredly to 
ally themselves with the other Church people in their 
own home town and thus put their efforts where 
they will count the most for the Lord's work and 
also where they will form the most valuable invest- 
ment for themselves and their children.

and that has helped so materially to preserve and 
promote the Church’s organized life in local centres, 
viz.: that an adherent of the Church is by residence 
in any particular locality ipso facto a member of the 
local congregation, and furthermore that the clergy- 
man in charge of 5. Bartholomew’s cannot but re- 
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gard all who claim allegiance to the Church in Wis- 
sinoming as members of the congregation, as of his 
spiritual “cure” and therefore as having a claim 
upon his ministry which in duty to Our Lord it is his 
earnest desire to fulfill both in public ministration 
and private pastoral relations. He is therefore glad 
to respond to any call at all times. We therefore 
earnestly entreat all who have not already done so, 
all who love the Church and desire to make her work 
effective and by so doing render that obedience to 
the Will of Our Lord becoming in a churchman or 
churchwoman, to identify themselves personally and 
technically with this congregation, contributing in 
worship and personal service, as well as giving of 
material substance and receiving the blessings of 
Divine grace which Christ Himself has promised to 
minister sacramentally and otherwise through the 
congregation and that we are thoroughly persuaded 
can be obtained either by the individual or for the 
community in any fullness in no other way. The 
names of children unconfirmed will be found in the 
list of the Sunday School that follows later.

The Sunday School 


This is an excellent, fully-graded school, system- 
atically organized in accordance with the best mod- 
ern pedagogic methods, Its curriculum corresponds 
to that prescribed by the General Board of Religious 
Education and is as different from the ordinary type 
to which most of our people are accustomed and as 
superior as the regular city school to the country 
cross-roads school, though even that is changing 
under the impetus of the modern educational awak- 
ening. 

In S. Bartholomew’s we have three departments, 
the Primary, Grammar and High School; we shall 
also have another, the Kindergarten, so soon as we 
can secure another room and a competent teacher ; 
can secure another room and a competent teacher. 
Perhaps we ought to say that we alreadv have 
still another, the Font Roll, where the names of 
babies are placed at baptism and hung in the 
Church until they are old enough to attend; 
but we require of them no study. Of all others, 
however, we do. And this is the great superiority 
of this type of Sunday School, that the scholars 
are expected to do some real studying and do.

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The Curriculum. 

In the Primary the exercises are with child songs 
prepared by an expert for suitability to juvenile 
needs and these are filled with teaching not all 
strictly religious, but forming avenues of approach 
in the child mind to the strictly religious themes of 
the later hymns. ‘The subject matter of the direct 
teaching is, of course, Bible stories, a two-year 
course called the DeHaven Cushman for Little Be- 
ginners, the manual work is placing illustrative pic- 
tures in a note book carried by each child and the 
method includes the retelling of the stories from the 
pictures and also the silent work done by the pic- 
tures themselves. At the reading age, about seven 
or eight years, the children are promoted to the 
Grammar School. 

The Grammar School. 

In the Grammar School the exercises are a con- 
densed form of evening prayer with the addition of 
roll call and the weekly catechising from the chancel. 
The lesson period that follows is where the grading 
becomes effective. ‘There are nine grades in all, of 
which at present the third, fourth and ninth have no 
scholars and the fifth only a class of boys, a condi- 
tion that time will soon remedy. Of the other 
grades we have two classes each, one of boys and 
one of girls. Тһе curriculum follows: 

Grade I-—Catechism explained. 

Grade II—The Christian year and Our Book of 
Worship; each a half-term course. 

Grade III and [V—Hero stories of the Old Testa- 
ment. A two-term course. 

It is here that the study of the Bible begins. The 
child has a lesson book with necessary information 
and questions, but without the text of Scripture ex- 
cept the memory verse or Golden Text. The actual 
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use of the Bible is taught and in all the study is that 
of the source wherever possible at first hand, assist- 
ed and made interesting by manual work and made 
fruitful by the note book in which the answers to 
questions and essays are written now as well as the 
pictures placed illustrating the lesson, 

Grade V—The Junior Life of Christ. 

Grade VI—Christian Ethics for Boys and Girls. 

Grade VII—The History of Old Testament Times. 

Grade VIII—The Teaching of Jesus Christ the 
Messiah. 

Grade ІХ--Тһе Doctrines of the Church. 

At the completion a diploma of graduation is con- 
ferred. 

The High School. 

Three grades so far have been placed in this dc- 
partment which is not yet fully organized. 

1—5. Paul and the first Christian Missionaries. 

П--Тһе History of the Church. Тһе Epistles of 
the New Testament. 

III—Course of Teacher Training, by which it is 
expected eventually to give the school teachers that 
аге its own product and properly trained for the dif- 
ficult art of teaching, thus making it self-perpetuat- 
ing. 

The prayers of all are asked for this most impor- 
tant branch of the work and the interest and co-op- 
eration of parents and guardians are especially 
asked to encourage and enforce by parental author- 
ity, if necessary, regular attendance and systematic 
attention to the studies which in all grades are ex- 
pected to be prosecuted at home, the class work 
necessarily consisting mostly of recitation and direc- 
tion. 

This work could be done to much better advan- 
tage were there more space and better adapted at 
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the disposal of the Sunday School and it is mainly 
for the sake of the school that we would wish to 
hasten as much as possible the enlargement of the 
building, a project we hope soon to see consum- 
mated.

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THE NEW PARISH HOUSE 

We are about to begin the construction of the long 
needed and much talked about Parish House. The Rec- 
tor, Wardens and Vestry have so much confidence in 
our readiness to co-operate with them in the completion 
of the task set hefore us that they have authorized the 
architect to draw builders plans and preparations for 
advertising for bids. By the time our year book comes 
from the press, the architect will be about ready to award 
the contract for the construction of the Parish House. 

The challenge comes to each and every one of us. We 
are ready to build a new home. When we move into our 
new home, we want to have as much of it paid for as we 
can possibly pay for. We can’t delay. To put off until 
tomorrow spells defeat. We must strike while the iron 
is hot. Dare we have the impudence to expect to min- 
ister to this community efficiently with the same worn- 
out equipment that was ours when we were little more 
than a country village? Reason and common sense de- 
mand that we must progress with the times. We can- 
not offer the excuse that we can’t afford to contribute. 
Think what we spend for amusements, pleasures, etc. and 
compare with what we give to the work of the church! Is 
it a just proposition? Are we honest? Are we fair 
to our God, to our church and to those of our parish who 
must assume the greater responsiblity if we fail? 

At the end of another year you will approach the сот- 
ner of Comly and Dittman streets and see a new low-lie- 
ing building with walls of a pleasant colored stone, win- 
dows and door trimmings of cut stone. and a roof of 
rough textured slate. This will be St. Bartholomew’s new 
Parish House. The building is to set back fifteen feet 
from the sidewalk and will be some 85 feet wide and 
95 feet long, with connecting wing to the church 24 by 
28 feet. In style the building is Gothic, getting its in- 
spiration from the churches and houses in that part of 
England known as Cotswald. 

The aim of the architects, Messrs. Frank R. Watson, 
Edkins and Thompson, who have designed much church 
work in Philadelphia and numerous eastern cities, was 
to avoid a stiff unforbidding building, and instead to

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create one that would have an inviting appearance. The 
trend in Parish Houses today is toward the pleasant 
type of building to attract all persons in the community 
and be useful for community purposes as well as parish 
activities. 


It was with this | in mind that the architects designed 
St. Bartholomew’s. Three primary points had to be con- 
sidered—limited space—an existing church building with 
which the new building must connect—and a future 
church also to connect with the new Parish House. 

After many studies, arrangements and drawings, the 
present plan was evolved. This plan meets all the pri- 
mary considerations and will give St. Bartholomew’s one 
of the best parish house arrangements in the city. 

The entrance door, instead of facing the street is at 
right angles to it. This was designed with a glance to 
the future when the new church will be built. At that 
time the Parish House door will lead directly into a mem- 
orial cloister the other end of which will һе the church. 
Leading downward from the new Parish House entrance 
is a short stairway to the ground floor. This floor in- 
cludes a room at the front 18 by 20 feet which can be 
used as a class room or a small meeting room. It is 
to be particularly comfortable with an open fireplace 
with closets on either side. Divided from this room 
by folding doors and also to be directly entered from the 
stairhall is a large social room 28 by 48 feet connecting 
with a kitchen at the rear end. With these two meeting 
rooms thrown together ample space is provided for seat- 
ing approximately 170 people at a church supper. 


At the rear end to the right of the kitchen is the wing 
connecting the new Parish House with the church. On 
the first floor of this wing is a choir room, sacristy, toilet 
room and an added stairhall leading to the second floor 
and the basement room of the present church. In the 
basement of this wing is the heating plant which will take 
сате of the new building and the present church. On the 
second floor of this wing is a class room, toilet and the 
stairhall from which access to the stage may be had so 
as to permit the use of both the first and second floors 
for dressing room purposes.

The second floor of the main building contains a large 
hall 28 by 54 feet seating approximately 325 people with 
а stage at the rear end. At the front end is a small bal- 
cony with space underneath which can be shut off from 
the main hall by folding doors. This large hall is the 
main social room of the parish, and ean be used for gath- 
erings and entertainments of all kinds. "There is also a 
small room at the left of the stage which will be used as 
an office for the Church School and also as a first aid room. 


The bvilding will be readily adapted for purposes of 
all kinds and should meet every requirement for many 
years to come. Provision has been made, however, in the 
comprehensive scheme for extensions should the need 
arise. 


Тһе eut of the new building, found elsewhere, is some- 
what different from that of the proposed new building. 
The cut was made before the architect revised his plans, 
as authorized by the Bishop of the Diocese, The Rector 
and Wardens and will give a fair idea of what the 
building will he like.
